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Revisions delay police contract

Whether the City of Romulus receives a 24-hour police 
protection contract with the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
I)epartment of the city develops its own 10-man police force 
depends on a final draft of new contract revisions, Mayor 
Hyle J. Carn^’chael disclosed Monday.

The contract revisions were recommended by the Law 
Knforcement and Public Safety Committee of the Wayne 
County Board of Commissioners and were made public at a 
hearing attended by Romulus officials last week. 

'Phc contract for Wayne County Sheriff’s Road Patrol 
services between the city and the county was approved by the 
city council five months ago. 

the proposal had been referred to three agencies by the 


county commissioners, the County Auditor, the Civil Service 
(Commission and the Wayne County Prosecutor, legal advisor 
lo the board. 

These three agencies were asked for a study and recom¬ 
mendation, since the proposed contract was to be a modelTor 
future pacts. 

The city council, fed up with the long delay, issued an 
ultimatum to the Board of Commissioners to take official 
action on the contract or the city would develop its own police 
department. A May 20 deadline was set. 

Last week the Law Enforcement Committee came up with 
recommendations calling for a change in the cancellation 
clause and reporting that the cost of the proposed contract 
would be higher. 

The previously council-approved contract was for five 
years at an initial cost of $348,000 fot the first year and 


allowed cancellation at any time with six months notice. 

The initial contract provided the complete police services 
of the sheriff’s department 24 hours a day, absorbing of the 
present police force with all their rights and seniority 
piotected within the sheriff’s department. 

Xccordiiig to Commissioner William G. Suzore (D-22nd 
Dist), it was the first time that the Law Enforcement 
('ommittee had ever received the entire proposed contract 
and it was on Tuesday, May 16, that the committee made the 
revisions known. Suzore is a committee member. 

The county revisions call for a minimum two year contract 
with a one year notification of expiration required by either 
side. 

The committee reported that “rising costs’’ have forced 


the county to charge $189,216 per unit of patrol service in¬ 
stead of $175,000 cost proposed in the original contract. 

Su/orr said the county initiated the two-year minimum 
clause as a protective measure. 

“The way they had it,” Suzore said, “Romulus could give 
us six months notice the day after we sign the contract. 

“How do we know that they’re not just trying to unload some 
unwanted cops on us?” he added. 

The unit of service consists of one patrol car, one 
patrolman on days, two on afternoons and two on the night 
shi 11 wit h al 1 the back up services of the sheriffs office. 

In tin* revisions, the county has offered to absorb police on 
a pay scale based on their years of experience with the 
Romulus Police Department. 

Romulus Police themselves, however, feel that their years

Romulus City CJouncil will reconsider a previously ap¬ 
proved 1971-72 general operating budget for the Qty of 
Romulus this week. 

TTie council-approved city budget adopted by a vote of four 
to three on Friday, May 14, a day before deadline, was vetoed 
by Mayor Hyle J. (Carmichael. 

The mayor’s action occurred within the 72 hours provided 
by the City Charter for veto action.

The proposed budget, as approved by the council, was a 
balanced budget m the amount of $2,261,849. It provided for 
an increase of .8 tenths of a mill, or 80 cents per $1,000 
property valuation, state equalized.

Petitions calling for a 
referendum election are now 
lx?ing readied for circulation 
throughout the community. 

The city council, after 
numerous meetings and 
conferences and a public 
hearing, approved the new 
master zoning ordinance in a 
special council meeting held 
May 6. 

The fight for a referendum 
vote will be the second time 
Romulus residents have 
opposed a zoning ordinance 
approved by council. 


Mayor Carmichael, in vetoing the budget, reported that 
“the budget did not provide sufficient funds with which to 
conduct the business of the city for the fiscal year 1971-72.” 


Based on approximately 92 percent tax collection, this 
would bring additional revenue of $125,928, or a total of 
$748,252 during the new fiscal year. 


A previously approved 
master zoning ordinance was 
rejected by the voters last 
summer. The previous plan 
provided for 500 acres of 
multiple zoning, which 
brought loud objections from 
some areas of the city. 


The charter requires a two thirds majority vote of the city 
council to override the mayor’s veto. This would require five 
members of the seven man council. 

The mayor reported last week that numerous recom¬ 
mendations made by him to council were completely ignored 
bv the council members.

The city has a carry-over from last year’s budget of 

$100,000. * 


Under the council-apprbved budget, the current city tax 
rale levy of 4.40 mills would be increased to 5.20 mills per 
$1,000 of property valuation, state equalized. 

The current total city tax rate is 11.50 mills. This would be 
hiked to 12.30 mills under the proposed budget vetoed by the 


mavor. 


The four to three council vote for the proposed budget 
akes a two thirds majority vote unlikely unless changes 
id adjustments in some areas of the budget are made to 
eet mayoralty recommendations and those of opposing 
luncil members. 


The councilmeii who voted against the budget are James C. 


The total city tax levy consists of 5.20 for operations, 4.10 
mills for sewer and three mills for water. Included in the 5.20 
mills is .4 tenths of a mill for Romulus’ share in the operation 
of the Peoples Com unity Hospital Authority (PCHA.) 

City Council must act within two weeks to override the 
mayor’s veto and take final action of the proposed budget. 
Thec(]|juncil was expected to take some action Tuesday night.

Lottery proposal will face voters 



J'he house made two major decisions in recent 
(lavs. It agreed to place before voters a proposition 
which would allow the state of Michigan to conduct 
revenue raising lotteries and approved a new “No- 
Kault ■ divorce law. 

Four other states presently raise money through 
lotteries: New York, New Jersey, New Hampshire 
and Vermont. A number of other states are con¬ 
sidering lotteries. In order to start one in Michigan, 
howc'ver, we must change the state constitution 
which says that “the legislature shall not authorize 
any lottery nor permit the sale of lottery tickets.” 

\n\ .imcndineiu to the constitution must be ap¬ 
proved by voters. However, the legislature can, by a 
iwo-lhiiTls vote in both houses, place a proposed 
constitutional amendment on the ballot. 

Both the house and senate have now done this on 
llu' lottery question. The senate vote was 27 to 4. 
'riu're was more opposition in the house where the 
vole was 74 to 29, which is just over a two-thirds 
majority. 

'rile governor has indicated he is opposed to lot- 
U'nes. I lowever. unlike a bill, a resolution to place a 
prnposi'd constitutional amendment on the ballot 
does not recjuire his approval. 


II votcMs do approve the amendment, the 
legislat lire will be able to go ahead and write laws to 
govern lottery operations. 

'riu're remains, as of this writing, some question 
as to when the matter will be on the ballot. The 
house version of the resolution specified that the 
relei endum will l)e on the ballot in a special election 
iu‘\t Nov. 2 . The senate version does not specify a 
vote this year. Senate supporters of the proposal 
apjiarently prefer to wait until the general election 
in November. 1972. This difference will have to be 
worked out. 

'rhe “No-Fault” divorce proposal would change 
Michigan's r25-ycar-old divorce law which permits 
U'rmination of marriage only for specific reasons, 
'^uch as menial cruelty, adultery or non-support. 
(me of the two parties must be proven guilty of one 
(»l lhe.se faults. 

Till' loll passed by the bouse and sent to the senate 
would permit the court to simply determine that 
ilu'ri* has been a breakdown of the marriage 
relationship “to the extent that the objects of 
mat rimony have been destroyed, and there remains 
no r('asonabIe likelihood that the marriage can be 
pri'served.” 


'Die bill passed by a 72 to 22 vote. 

'Die new law would not, however, affect court 
consideration of such matters as child custodv. 
child support or alimony. It is felt that this bill 

would not increase the incidence of divorce, but 
would remove much of the bitterness, emotion and 
conllict which exist under our present law.' 

rioM-c wvvv a number of other arguments for the 
11 . including the fact that only rarely is one party in 
a divorce, totally guilty and the other party totally 
innocent. Usually, both partners are responsible in 
one way or another for the breakdown in the 
marriage. 

Uurrent law also often creates conditions under 
which children are using as bargaining points in 
divorce proceedings. In other cases, because of their 
desire to obtain the divorce, the husband may give 
up all of his property or the wife receives no 
pro|X‘rty at all. 

'rhe legislation is similar to present divorce laws 
in such states as California, Texas and Iowa. It was 
recommended by the Michigan law revision 
commi.ssion in its annual report issued last 
Januarv.

School dental program 


never lacks patients

A local Romulus Elementary 
PTA that decided to spend 
money on “dentally indigent” 
children is finding that its 
program never lacks for 
clients. 

In 1964 the PTA executive 
board of Hayti Elementary 
School searched many 
suggestions on how to best use 
its funds. A unanimous 
decisions was made in favor of 
a dental program. 

Finding a dentist for 300 
children turned out to be a real 
challenge. The University of 
Michigan Dental School, The 
Detroit Dental Aid Society, and 
The Wayne County Health 
Department all had types of 
programs that were 
investigated. 

Contract requirements from 
The Wayne County Board of 
Health regarding the 
phraseology interpretation 
revealed the stipulation that 
read “dentally indigent” 
rather than “financially 
indigent”, and that 
interpretation was that any 
child who was not receiving 
dental care and had cavities 
was “dentally indigent”. Their 
program was adopted. 

A local dentist made the 
initial examinations of the 
children who had returned 
signed permission slips. 
Records were made as to the 
condition of their teeth. The 
worst cases were taken first 
and the remaining absorbed 
into the program. 

Transportation and 


supervision at the clinic were 
problems that had to be worked 
out. Notes were sent home 
requesting volunteers to 
chaperone at the clinic and 
provide transportation. On 
Nov. 10 , 1964 the first group of 
children went to the clinic. 

All of Hayti’s children 6 
through 12 years of age are 
eligible and are put on a six- 
month recall list for checkups. 

Parents, in addition to 
driving and chaperoning, 
usually donate $1 toward the 
cost of a visit. 

To date 375 students have 
made over 3,000 trips to the 
dentist at a cost of more than 
$7,000. 

A busy dental chairman is in 


charge of records, reports, 
appointments scheduling, 
transportation, and 
chaperones. It is the very fine 
cooperation of the parents and 
volunteer drivers and 
chaperones that helps make 
the program “go”. 

Funds are raised by the PTA 
through a hot lunch program, 
annual fair and other fund 
raising activities. 

Last year the Hayti 
Elementary Schools PTA 
Dental Care Program was 
honored as one of two Michigan 
nominees selected to compete 
for The Lane Bryant Volunteer 
Award for Volunteer 
Achievement.

Letter cites need for 
physical involvement 

To the editor: 

Several weeks ago a letter had appeared in this column 
written by Mr. Adam Janowski, Jr., of Belleville, expressing 
his “feeling”’ toward the entire political system in the United 
States today.” 

llie writer overtly expresses his “disgust” for the system 
under which we live, and for the apparant stupidity and 
apathy of the American Voter who goes to the poll just to pull 
the lever for the party of his favor rather than becoming 
“...aware of the issues’”. 

In ilio same context the writer sharply criticizes former 
township officials, the state senator, and the state 
representative, as well as the radical-leftists who are 
referred to as “..bum(s)...” 

With this thought in mind, Mr. Janowski calls upon the 
young people of thearea to realize that something is wrong 
and is hoping that they will “...be the ones to do something 
about it.” 

In conclusion the writer requests the young people that 
“...one must read about what is going on,..do something 
about.” And leaves the thought”...To the young people in my 
generation I suggest that you go out tomorrow and register 
to voie...you can effectively do something about the problems 
which you say are hopeless today.” 

Mr. Janowski, it is easy to condemn, to mock, and to sneer 
at others or their thoughts; but it is very difficult to con¬ 
structively add to that which is basically sound-the con¬ 
stitution of the United States-the American political system. 
Voltaire once said, “1 do not agree with one word of what you 
are saying, but 1 shall defend your right to say what you 
want, even with the risk of losing my life.” 

Our political system, which has given you that right to say 
what you feel and believe without the fear of reprisal in the 
physical or economic sense. 

The American political system is basically sound and just. 
It is how'ever, the men who administer that system who 
sometimes deviate from the basic platform. As bad as our 
system is, or even has been, it is still amazing that this 
country has progressed as far as it has. 

l Acrv four years this nation undergoes a revolution and 
civil strife in the form of national elections. Equality and 
justice are nice w'ords, and this country does not have the 
lilly-w'hite hands we like to think it has. 

The constitution legalized slavery, the Civil War reversed 
that decision with the 13th, 14th, and 15th amendments; the 
Supreme Court reversed that in 1896 with the separate but 
equal concept; and finally the Supreme Court reversed that 
in 1956 w'ith the decision in the Brown vs. Topeka, Kansas 
Case. 

Does this detract from the basic rationale of the American 
political entity? Does this infringement, or any infringement, 
detract that from which maybe sound and basically just? Or 
should each one of us- young and old-physically work for 
that which we feel the best for the majority? 

You. sir, ask that the young people register to vote; that the 
young people read about the issues, I ask that everyone get 
involv,^d and become aware of the true nature of the 
problems from the inside rather than from the far distance. 
Without getting personally and emotionally involved people 
w ill never really be able to make those sound decisions so 
very necessary for our way of life. 

Your referral to the problems of thehopeless problems of 
today is best answered by Plato’s statement, “You are young 
my son, and as the years go, time will change and even 
rc^verse many of your present opinions^ Refrain th'arefqr 
aw’hile from setting yourself up as a judge of the highest 
matters.” But it was with Aristotle who hadlaid the truth of a 
political system, if liberty and equality, as is thought by 
some, are chiefly to be found in Democracy, they will be best 
attained w^hen all persons alike share in the government to 
the utmost.” 

I respect that you have written and expressed to all your 
view point but cannot totally accept that which has been 
stated. Time is change and change is upon us. We cannot let 
things stand as is for others will not allow that to occur. We- 
young and old alike-must become personally, physically and 
emotionally involved in our community, our country, our 
.state and in ur nation, or we will have nothing to get involved 
with. Zeuxis said once, “Criticism comes easier than 
craftmanship.” How true.

Milos Forman, brilliant 
Czech director of “Loves of a 
Blonde” and “Fireman’s 
Ball,” has invaded America 
and ~ judging by his first film 
here, “Taking Off,” America 
has invaded him. 

Much of the hilarious irony 
which Forman finds in life and 
which made “Fireman’s Ball” 
so effective is also present in 
“Taking Off,” but it is 
inundated by a mass of well- 
fed American 
commercialism. The lean and 
hungry Czech look is gone. 

The over-cut film, for 
example, counter-oints the 
story with repeated shots from 
pop music auditions; its points 
are made and over-made and 
beaten into the ground in a 
wave of somewhat amateurish 
rock. 

Lynn Carlin and Buck 
Henry are the parents of a 
young runaway daughter, 
searching for her and 
attempting to come to grips 
with her lifestyle in the Alice-

in-Wonderland world of 
today’s youth. 

In Forman’s most effective 
scene, their quest takes them 
to a mass dinner meeting of an 
organization for parents of 
runaway children. Later, in 
workshop format, they are 
introduced to marijuana on 
the theory that to fight an 
enemy you must know it first. 

Their guide is Vincent 
Schiavelli, a representative 
from the youth culture who 
fends off their questions with a 
mock sobriety which comes 
closest to capturing Forman’s 
sense of the ironic. 

Afterwards, things get 
heavy-handed. The parents 
and another' couple come 
home, and still under the 
influence of the marijuana 
they begin a strip card game. 
Henry, the loser, is on the card 
table singing when their 
daughter walks in. 

Forman, to his credit, at 
least is no more sympathetic 
with juvenile hang-ups than 
with adult ones. He makes the 
conventional points, such as 
adults who are horror-struck 
at the thought of their children 
turning on drinking to excess. 


Mercifully, Forman cast an 
equally jaded eye at juvenile 
foolishness. 

For the usual artistic 
reasons, Forman casts large 
numbers of amateurs in the ^ 
film, with mixed results as 
might be expected. Linnea 
Heacock is a natural as the 
daughter, but not much more. 
The best amateur 
performance is by Schiavelli, 
no Alice in Wonderland but 
rather a Mad Hatter in the 
real world, attempting to turn 
on the squares. 

Most of the best 
peformances are by pros, such 
as Miss Carlin and Henry, the 
sorely beset parents, and by 
Audra Lindley and Paul 
Benedict, as their card 
partners. 

Buried somewhere Forman 
makes a point. Henry is not 
merely a protagonist; he is a 
hero. He gets involved 
attempting to notify a mother 
of her daughter’s 
whereabouts, despite 
menance and apathy about 
him. In all the sad excesses 
which follow, this basic love of 
fellow man should not get lost. 
But it does as do several of 
Forman’s better points.

Life in a grimy English 
mining town is a pretty 
somber affair for a fatherless 
youth with a somewhat 
indifferent mother and a 
brutal brother, as depicted in 
“Kes,” a joyless picture of a 
boy whose present is no 
brighter than his future. 

Billy Casper is a not too 
bright youth rapidly 
approaching the end of an 
indifferent education and 
facing future employment 
apprehensively, particularly 
life in the mines such as is 
suffered by his insensitive 
brother. 

Fatalistically, however, he 
at least notes that he will be 
paid for the misery of working 
while his education is merely 
misery without pay. 

Billy’s sole surcease is the 
kestral hawk he has captured 
and trained-a curious 
counterpoint to the film of the 
boy who trained a falcon in 
“My Side of the Mountain,” in 
a highly Waldenesque setting. 

Billy’s home is far away 
from pristine surroundings but 


his training of Kes brings him 
the only joy in school he is to 
know, a brief moment in 
which a class comes alive as 
the talks about his bird; a 
brief encounter with one 
sensitive teacher. 

Most of his teachers are as 
teutonic as his games teacher, 
who abuses the boy for lacking 
a gym suit which his mother 
thinks is an unnecessary 
expenditure. The ending is 
equally grim and a presumed 
omen for the future-continual 
warfare between Billy and his 
brother leads to the brother’s 
murdering the hawk. 

Ken Loach’s film, from a

A majority of voters in 
Belleville and Romulus 
believe all American troops 
should be withdrawn from 
Vietnam by the end of this 
year. 

The findings are part of the 
Results of a poll taken by 
Democratic Congressman 
William D. Ford throughout 
the 15th District. 

Tliis is the seventh year that 
Ford has taken the poll on 
national issues and the results 
have been inserted in the 
Congressional Record. 

This year’s poll showed a 
slight change in attitudes on 
the War in Vietnam, foreign 
policy and the draft. 

Compared with last year’s 
findings, the percentage of 
voters wanting an immediate 
end of the war has increased. 

Last year, 52 per cent of the 
poll’s respondents in Romulus 
wanted an immediate end to 


the war; this year, 55 per cent 
favored quick withdrawal. 

In Belleville, 56 per cent of 
the voters said they believed 
the war should be ended this 
year as opposed to 54 per cent 
last year. This compares with 
61 per cent favoring 
withdrawal throughout the 
district. 

Ford also asked the voters if 
they felt the U.S. should 
reduce its troop strength in 
Europe and whether the U.S. 
should use troops to protect 
Israel in the event of Arab 
aggression. 

On the first question, 
Belleville . residents said the 
U.S. should maintain its 
present European military 
force of 300,000 men while 36 
per cent of Romulus voters 
said it should be reduced. 
District-wide, 61 per cent 
favored troop reductions.

Birth control pills affect 
rate of sugar metabolism 


The hormones in birth 
control pills affect the rate of 
sugar metabolism in women 
say two Michigan State 
University food scientists. 

“Women who take the pill 
cannot use up sugar as quickly 
as normal, and consequently 
they have higher blood sugar 
levels,’’ says Dr. Modesto G. 
Yang, assistant professor of 
human nutrition and food 
science. 

Kai Yui Lei, a doctoral 
student in MSU’s food science 
and human nutrition 
department, reported the 
results of tests he conducted 
with Dr. Yang, to scientists at 
a Federation of American 
Societies for Experimental 
Biology meeting April 14. 

Scientists have noted higher 
blood sugar levels in women 
taking birth control pills, but

there have also been reports of 
lower levels, said Lei. 

In the study. Lei 
administered the two 
hormones which are the main 
ingredients of birth control 
pills - progesterone and 
estrogen - to female rats in 
dosages comparable to that 
for women taking the pill. 

After four weeks, a period 
equivalent to five or six 
months in humans, some of 
the rats showed higher blood 
sugar levels. 

Lei tested the rats’ sugar 
levels by feeding them pure 
glucose and monitoring the 
glucose levels in the blood 
afterwards with blood tests. 


Tlie rats which had been 
taking progesterone, and 
progesterone and estrogen 
together, showed higher blood 
sugar levels for longer periods 
of time after eating glucose 
than did the control rats. 

Using radioactive glucose. 
Lei found that tissue taken 
from rats given progesterone, 
or the two hormones together, 
could not use glucose as 
rapidly as the other rats not 
given the hormones. 

“The implication is that the 
same thing is happening in 
women who take the pill,’’ he 
said. “Somehow these 
hormones slow up the 
utilization of sugar.’’

Groundbreaking 
ceremonies were held for 
Belle Villa Townhouses, a new 
condominium developmenl to 
be constructed on a 28-acre 
site near Sumpter and Hull 
Rds., Belleville. 

When completed, the 
developmenl will include 291 
townhouses, most of them 
three-and two-bedroom units. 
Prices will range from $17,990 
lo $21,990. Grand opening is 
schedded for July 15. 

Presiding over the. 
groundbreaking ceremony, 
held last Thursday, was 
Belleville Mayor Royce 
Smith. He was assisted by his 
Student Government Day 
counterpart, Keith Palalocco, 
a senior at Belleville High 
School. 

Also participating were the 
developers, Edward Kuzel, 
Charles Paas, James Ackron 
and Louis Toth, all Belleville 
businessmen; Will A. 
Schwehr, president of RDE 


Corporation, which will 
handle sales of the 
townhouses; and Roblee 
Marlin and William Eubanks, 
president and sales manager, 
respectively, of Fruehauf 
Buildings, which will produce 
ihe modular lownhouse units. 

The units will be of 
galvanized steel frame 
construction, with brick fronts 
and aluminum siding. Name¬ 
brand, maintenance free 
materials will be used 
throughout. Each unit will be 
fully insulated and 
soundproofed. 

Extreme care has been 
taken lo preserve open spaces 
in this planned community. 
Tliere will be many play 
modules, walk and bike ways 
off the flow of traffic and a 
swimming pool for the 
exclusive use of Belle Villa 
residents. There will even be a 
greenbell separating each unit 
from its two parking spaces. 

The townhouses will be 


privately financed with no 
federal subsidies or mortgage 
insurance.
